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DETAILED ACTION 



Information Disclosure Statement 
1. The information disclosure statement filed 8/2/2000 fails to comply with the provisions 
of 37 CFR 1.97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 because applicant failed to submit copies of 2 of the 
references for the examiner to consider. It has been placed in the application file, but the 
information referred to therein has not been considered as to the merits. Applicant is advised 
that the date of any re-submission of any item of information contained in this information 
disclosure statement or the submission of any missing element(s) will be the date of submission 
for purposes of determining compliance with the requirements based on the time of filing the 
statement, including all certification requirements for statements under 37 CFR 1.97(e).

Specification

indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 



Claim Objections 

6. Claims 5/4, 6/5/4, 7 and 8 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper 
form because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent 
claims. See MPEP § 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the 
merits. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



8. Claim 5 recites the limitation " the actuating member" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

9. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The use of "and/or" and "rotary/longitudinal" such as in claim 1 is vague and 
indefinite. Furthermore, the claim language renders the claim indefinite because the claim 
describes a process but does not describe it in the standard format, e.g. system/apparatus 
comprising means, method comprising steps, etc., with steps comprising the invention. See 
MPEP§ 2173.05(d). 



10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



1 1 . Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Macor (US 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



5,841,849). 
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As per claim 1, Macor teaches a device for controlling display screen having an actuating 
element which can be rotated about a longitudinal axis and moved in the direction of the 
longitudinal axis (fig. 1), enabling a point of a menu structure consisting of menu, partial menus, 
function and/or function values to be selected and to be displayed as an optically highlighted 
field in the display screen (figs. 4-11; col. 5, lines 15-28), the actuating element having an initial 
position (figs. 4-7; initial positions 25 and 132) and being able to carry out an additional 
movement thereto with two addition degrees of freedom, characterized in that the additional 
movement of the actuating element enables a field arranged in a marginal region of the display 
screen and associated with a point of the menu structure to be selected (figs. 4-1 1; col. 2, lines 
56-57), and in that the rotary/longitudinal movement of the actuating element enables a 
subordinate field of the menu structure associated with the field in the marginal region of the 
display screen to be selected in the central region of the display screen enclosed by the marginal 
region (figs. 4-11; col. 5, lines 15-2$, fields in the marginal region such as 88, 82, 98 and 99 
may be selected to display a subordinate field of the menu such as 84). 

As per claims 2-4, Macor teaches a device characterized in that the actuating element can 
carry out a wobbling movement as well as parallel displacement as the additional movement and 
be forcibly guided (col. 4, lines 5-9; col. 4, lines 14-18). 

As per claims 5/1-3 and 6/5/1-3, Macor teaches a device characterized in that the 
actuating element can carries out a reversible additional movement against the effect of a spring 
(col. 4, lines 8-10).

Himmel et al. (US 6,21 1,874 Bl) teach a method for parallel selection of URL's. 

Vanttila (US 6,173,194 Bl) teaches a mobile terminal having improved user interface. 

Kalbermatter et al. (US 5,508,978) teach a telephone on which the number called is 
composed by a crown of the horological type. 

Nishiyama et al. (US 5,436,954) teach a foldable radio telephone set with rotary selector 
integral with foldable hinge element. 

Macor (US 5,677,949) teaches a telephone with minimal switches for dialing. 

Kilmer et al. (US 6,078,326) teach a system and method providing centricity user 
environment.
